Note was taken 
of it as being probably scarlet fever—a 
new arrival in this part of China. ‘The case 
had occurred outside the city: but in a short 
time the infection had been carried from 
that family into the Girls’ School of the 
Southern Presbyterian Mission. ‘There 
have been thirty cases, three fatal, six 
others severe, and the ‘remainder slight 
Thirty of the girls were sent. to their 
homes when the school was disbanded.

t_ Ihas béen good to hear of the progress 
of the Committee un Romanisation. ‘The 
outlook for a thorough trial of this method 
of reading Chinese was never brighter. As 
everyone knows this method us applied 
to some of the southern dialects las passed 
Deyond the stage of experiment and 
has been long in daily use. In several 
laces in mandarin districts north of the 
Yangtze River there have been several 
attempts to put this plan into use, but they | 
have been isolated attempts usually having 
the-support of but one missionary and the 
effort has proved to bo sporadic. ‘The one 
method, so far as we know, which has been 
tried in'Shantung, was based on the idea of 
having a separate system for each small 
locality of a few li in circumference, on the 
principle that since wo print the Bible for 
many of the small islands of the sea, why 
should we not’ do it for districts on the 
mainland’ equal in extent? ‘This plan, for 
aeveral bvious reasons, has not met with 
wide use’ or the hope

‘The action which 
the Council has reluctantly taken in re- 
gard to the non-renewal of the agreement 
of Lt.-Col. Mackenzie has been decided 
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upon only after the fullest and most care- 
ful consideration of all the facts involved. 
The Council, as you are aware, has full 
power under thé Land Regulations to 
make and terminate all agreements with 
Municipal employés and I need, I think, 
say no more on this subject than 
to assure you that in discharging their 
duties under this heading, your repre- 
sentatives are not likely to take any steps 
except after fu!l deliberation; also that 
much steps as are taken, will be in the 
public interest. As regards the amount 
of compensation or gratuity which the 
Council decided upon, in notifying Col. 
Mackenzie that_his ‘agreement would 
not he renewed, I need only state that the 
Council's treatment of the public funds 
must. necessarily be affected by the fact 
that these are public funds and that in ex- 
pending them we are perforce actuated 
more by recognition of this fact than by 
any sentimental considerations. Should 
You, however, ax those to whom the funds 
belong, desire to increase the amount 
which ‘the Council considered reasonable 
and proper, we, as your representatives 
are quite willing to receive your further 
instructions in the matter and to act upon 
them. The question is essentially one for 
decision by tho Ratepasers. In the in- 
terests of gencral administration and with- 
out further discussion of the case under 
immediate consideration, I would, ho 
ever, observe that thera must neces- 
sarily lie in tho action which you decide 
upon to-day, consequences of a Serious and 
far-reaching nature: it is possible that, 
regarded as a precedent, the future 
financial results of this amendment may 
not hava received the consideration they 
deserve. With regard to the amount of 
tho gratuity, having mentioned in my 
speech that it would be Tls. 10,000, 1 
thing it hardly fair of Mr. Dudgeon’ to 
say we’ propose to give Tis.

There was 
no company, in his opinion, which came 
in for moro criticism than this one—ho 
was sure that complaints had often been 
made to the Chairman—and he would 
divido tho subject of those complaints 
under three heads. ‘The chief one, to his 
mind, was that of the Harness Depart- 
ment. If you went there now there was 
hardly anything to bo obtained ; it always 
took two or three months to make, and 
the result was that a lot of the trade had 
gone to competitors. It scemed a matter 
of indifference whether you had anything 
there or not. This was all the more to 
be regretted on account of the fact that 
if 0 little onergy and foresight had been 
displayed they would have had a monopoly 
of tho whole trade. During the last three 
or four years very little extension of the 
carriage factory hind occurred to meet the 
demand, though they could turn out the 
best carriages in Shanghai. But now 
they heard many: complaints about the 
way carriages were supplied to customers. 
‘The same complaints were being made 
about other departments. As for the 
Accounts, the Chairman had pointed to 


























tho dividends paid in the last 
13 years. But how long would the 
Directors make the 


aoe Company 
suffer for posterity? The Company was 
in a very sound financial condition. The 
property was worth Tls. 120,000 more than 
was represented in the books, and he 
thought that they ought to share more 
fully in tho profits. In 1901 Tis. 16,000 
were carried forward, and in 1902 Tis. 
25,000. ‘Tho profits were 29 per cent, and 
the return only 16 per cent. Of course 
that money might be turaed into Property

‘The Chairman, in answer to Mr. Burkill’s 
remarks, said that when he referred to 
the stock being valued at ‘Tis. 77,000 odd, 
he ought to have told them that their 
stock was written down to a very low 
point indeed. If their stock was’ taken 
Pt its true valuation it would represent 
‘a very much larger sum, but it had beea 
the opinion of the Directors, and he was 
still of the opinion, that any company 
whose property was kept down to the very 
lowest value would be a more successful 
company than one whose stock and pro- 
perty was put down at, an inflated value. 
‘At the present time in Shanghai there 
were a great many people not thinking 
Of the highest interests of companies but 
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of what they could get out of them. Of 
courso sharcholders were perfectly free to 
their own opinions, and so was he, and 
ho thought every biisiness man would bear 
him out when he said that a company 
whose stock was not written up was in 
a much better position than a company 
whose stock was at an inflated value which 
might not last. What position would the 
shareholders occupy in that latter event ? 
At present this Company was solid, With 
regard to the question of raising more 
money thoy would hare to raise it accord- 
ing to the Articles of Association. If the 
shareholders decided not to accept the 
Accounts he had nothing more to say, but 
he thought that in justice to the Directors, 
who had worked hard for the Company, 
perhaps a good deal harder than some 














people thought, they should decide 
to pass them. ras a fact that 
thero were always many people to criticise, 


always many generals after the fight had 
beon fought, but it was not always so 
easy, where you had to deal with Chinese, 
to arrange things just as you wished to. 
With all due respect to Mr. Burkill, and 
he quite agreed with him in many of his 
remarks, that the Company should do 
bettor than it had, they would find that 
there was no place where people could 
hire carriages cheaper than at the Bazaar. 
Té you went to another place you had to 
pay higher for them, and pay at once. 
for writing up tho property it was h

Mr. Burkill replicd that it 
lutely on the dividend question. These 
remarks were very apt. to be taken as 
personal, but as he could not, propose an 
Jncrease of dividend there he had to pre. 

fo that. tho Accounts should not be 
passed. This was taken as a personal 
Hfront. He was extremely glad to hear 
that the stock was Iaid down at a low 
figuro, but he still maintained that the 
inerease was only about 50 per cont. He 
understood that the stock was taken down 
And the depreciation written off for the 
year. © the property being inflated, 
hie considered it should be fixed at a fair 
market value; there was no reason to 
have it 100 per cent above or 100 per 
cent below its proper value.

A sampaninan was brought before the
